H XE part of our country drowns while another 
burns. Is it not strange that 
to prevent calamities which s 
properties and our lives?

Strenuous Life of the United States. 

I T may be asked if American domestic habits have not 
something to do with the frequent breakdowns of Ameri¬ 
can nerves. la perhaps the majority of cases, in cities 
at least, the day is admirably arranged so as to give the 
business man no rust whatever until lie gets into bed. It 
lias come within our observation that, in our civilization 
there are three systems of living out the ordinary working 
day. There is the French system, which is that of the 
continent of Europe iii general; there is the English system; 
and there is the American system. The last combines the 
chief features of the other two. The Englishman goes to 
work late and conies away early, but during working hours 
he works all the time. His luncheon is light, aud eaten 
hastily perhaps at his desk. For tills he makes up by a 
leisurely breakfast and a leisurely dinner; while he has the 
early part of the morning and the latter part of the after¬ 
noon to himself. The Frenchman, on the other hand, goes 
to work early, and works hard Till noon. The American 
is apt to underrate the energy with which the Frenchman 
works while he is working. But at uoon work ceases, and 
he sits down to an abundant meal, well cooked, well served 
aud eateu with appetite and iu peace. 

After his dejeuner lie has Ids petit verre. his smoke, 
and perhaps a game of dominoes or cards, while he dis¬ 
cusses politics, the arts, or the topics of the day. He takes 
his two hours of refreshment as a matter of course; he has 
no prickings of conscience at wasting time, nor searchings 
of heart lest some one else should "get ahead of him ” 
Even the laborer, who iu America eats Ills cold midday 
meal iu a ditch or behind a pile of boards, generally sits 
down in Europe to a decent table, deftly served, and. 
however coarse.his food, has time to eat otherwise than 
as the lower animals. Then, with mind cleared and 
cheered, and body strengthened and refreshed, laboring 
man and business man return to their tasks, to work hard 
and late. The American system, ns we have said com¬ 
bines the chief features of the other two.

A new French life preserver is a 
belt filled with calcium carbide. It is 
quickly inflated by acetylene on being 
wet. 

Great mountains on Venus are a sup¬ 
posed discovery of Ilerr Arendt, of 
Posen. These elevations appear to pro¬ 
ject through the clouds from time to 
time, and the observations thus far 
made tend to prove a rapid rotation iu 
about twenty-four hours. 

The magnetic pole in Northwestern 
America is supposed to have shifted 
considerably since its discovery by 
Ross in 1831. Taking with him seven 
companions in a small schooner,, 
Amundsen, the Norwegian explorer, 
expects to make observations on the 
present site of this pole from 1803 to 
1805. 

Adding fine sulphur to the dissolved 
material, then heating, preferably with 
pressure, is found by lsidor Ivitsee to 
more than double the resistance of cel¬ 
lulose as an Insulator for electric 
wires. Flexibility varies with the per¬ 
centage of sulphur, and resistance to 
acids and moisture is increased. 

Iu the Smithsonian report on scien¬ 
tific work for 1902 Prof. Langley re¬ 
marks that when the bolometer was 
invented, some twenty years ago, it 
was able to measure temperature to 
about oue-oue-hundred-thousamlth of a 
degree. Since then the instrument and 
its adjuncts have been so far improved 
that temperature can now be meas¬ 
ured to less than one-one-hundred mil¬ 
lionth of a degree readily and with 
precision. 

The Italian government is awaking 
to the necessity of protecting what re¬ 
mains of its forests and to replanting 
devastated areas. The most valuable 
tree is the cork tree, which now 
abounds most iu Sicily and Sardinia, 
the cork forests of Calabria having 
been almost wholly destroyed for char¬ 
coal. The present use of vast quanti¬ 
ties of cork iu the manufacture of 
linoleum and for shipbuilding empha¬ 
sizes the importance of preserving and 
extending the cork forests. Spain also 
possesses great cork forests, and a few 
years ago the exportation of wine bot¬ 
tle corks from that country amounted 
in value to $5,000,000. 

The weights of 1,173 human brains 
have been collected by M. Marchand, 
of Marbourg. At birth the average 
weight is found to be 0.S ounces in 
boys and 0.5 ounces in girls. At the 
age of one year. 2 pounds 1.5 ounces 
and 1 pound 11.5 ounces, respectively; 
and at the end of three years the 
weight has trebled. Increase is then 
slow. Full growth Is attained at nine¬ 
teen to twenty years in men and six¬ 
teen to eighteen iu women, the mean 
adult weight being 3 pounds 1 ounce 
in males and 2 pounds 10 ounces in 
females. Loss by senile atrophy be¬ 
gins in man at about forty-eight years 
and in women at about seventy. Tur- 
geneff, the Russian author, had one of 
the heaviest brains on record, weigh¬ 
ing 4.7 pounds; and Gambetta’s, 
scarcely 2.0 pounds, was one of the 
lightest. 

The first “butterfly farm” is said to 
have been established only a year or 
two ago by the English entomologist, 
William Watkins, at Eastbourne, but 
already several similar farms have 
come into existence in France. The 
object is to rear rare genera of the 
Bombyeidae, the silkworm family. 
They have, by crossing, obtained some 
new varieties, which are sought after 
by museums of natural history. They 
are also endeavoring to acclimate in 
France species of silkworms indigen¬ 
ous to other countries. The farms con¬ 
tain oaks, ailanthus trees, pines, plum 
trees, castor oil plants, and other 
plants the leaves of which serve as 
food for the caterpillars. Cocoons 
are hatched on branches protected by 
gauze, ...3d, for the sake of uniform 
temperature, the insects are often kept 
iu n room until after the first molting, 
when they are placed on bushes in the 
open air, and protected from birds 
by coverings of muslin or tulle. 

GLIMPSES OF MARY LAMB. 

With Some Notes About Her Famous 
Brother Charles, 

Through the kindness of the Rev. G. 
S. Davies, of the Charterhouse, Godal- 
niing, says the London Bookman, we 
are able to print the following very in¬ 
teresting notes on Charles Lamb: 

My mother was born in 1800 and 
died at !>4, and must have been either 
the last, or last but one, of the friends 
of Charles Lamb. Lamb was a neigh¬ 
bor and n constant visitor at the house 
of her mother, Mrs. Hume, when she 
wots a girl, and to tiie day of her death 
there was no name which ever seemed 
to bring such a light into her eyes. 
It was a houseful of girls, in which ho 
seems to have been a delightful elder 
brother, and Mary Lamb often a fairy 
godmother. Miss Lamb so often ap¬ 
plied for a half holiday for the girls 
on the ground that it was her birthday 
—“You know, Mrs. Hume, that to-day 
is my birthday"—that my grandmoth¬ 
er had to say: “Oh, Mary, you seem 
to have a great many birthdays;” but 
I believe the appeal was irresistible. 

I have heard my mother say that 
when poor Mary Lamb used to feel the 
fit comlug on her she would say: 
“Charles, you must take me away." 
And they had seen the same sad sight 
which some one else records of Charles 
Lamb taking his sister to safekeeping. 
My mother said thnt Lamb was terri¬ 
bly depressed at these times. 

The male members of the family, 


and I believe my father also, used 
soifietimes to go for walks with 
Charles Lamb. On these occasions a 
strict control was kept on Charles 
Lamb's thirst. When he thought the 
distance was unduly great he would j 
turn and say, "Don't you think I have [ 
walked a pint?” 

My mother always told me that no j 
likeness of Charles Lamb which she > 
had ever seen at all brought hack the 
man to her. She snid that this was a ■ 
great deal due to the total failure to 1 
catch the expression of his face. She 
said that Lamb had a very sweet and 
unforgettable smile which it would 
have been quite impossible to catch, j 
I remember that when she was very j 
old she made a pilgrimage to the por- ' 
trait gallery, and came hack much | 
disappointed. She would not allow ■ 
anything she had seen there or any¬ 
where else gave her Charles Lamb as 
she knew him. She would have noth¬ 
ing to say to Hazlitt's picture of him. 

She always told me that Lamb was 
ns delightful and ns full of irrepressi- ; 
hie fun nnd humor, expressed in the 1 
same incomparable but quite natural ! 
style in his life as in his essays, but I 
subject to deep tits of melancholy at j 
intervals. 

He was a man of very strong dis¬ 
likes. and sincerely loathed anybody 
that he thought a mean-minded man, 
especially Goodwin, the publisher. 

She told me. but I dare say this is 
common property, that they found ; 
Lamb had made an entry In his diary, 
“Went to a funeral nnd made a joke.” I 
I believe it was Campbell's funeral. 

New Kaln Producer. 

The latest Australian newspapers 
contain particulars of some experi¬ 
ments, which are said to have been 
more or less successful, of a novel 
method of producing a downfall of 
rain, says the Philadelphia Ledger. 
The inventor makes tills statement: 

"I claim to produce rain by send¬ 
ing up continuously from three centers 
a column of gas made by certain 
chemicals. The gas, if sent up for a 
maximum of thirty-two hours, will 
produce ram over a range of ninety 
miles at any altitude, with any sky, 
and with the wind from any quarter. 

I do not need to wait until the wind 
is from the usually rainy quarter. In j 
one experiment I made the barometric 
conditions were quite unfavorable, yet 
I produced rain. The gas, you see, 
causes in the different strata of the 
atmosphere a vacuum. This vacuum 
is the center of a heat storm and is 
filled by dense clouds that contain 
tain. These clouds come down with 
the gravity of the earth, when the 
rain descends. 

“The rain is different from ordinary 
rain found in districts in which experi¬ 
ments have been made. It is tropical 
rain, coming from the very lofty re¬ 
gions, being slight at first, and then 
later descending in heavy showers 
and bucketfuls. My operations have 
been conducted In an inclosure twelve 
feet by eight. Though I caimot, of 
course, give away my secret, I may 
tell you that the chemicals have to 
be changed in accordance with the 
conditions.” 

Copy the Yankee Modes. 

French swindlers, about whose meth¬ 
ods a good deal has been written of 
late, are for tlie most part copies of 
American crooks. The trick of follow¬ 
ing a 'woman Into a store, and just as 
she goes to make a purchase in as¬ 
suming the role of an indignant hus¬ 
band, taking her money away from 
her and getting away before she has a 
chance to recover her surprise, was 
worked for some time in the West. 
It wasn't successful long here, because 
American women are harder-hearted 
than their French sisters, and, unlike 
the latter, do not assist the crooks by 
promptly going into hysterics or faint¬ 
ing when robbed. 

A simple little swindle that was suc¬ 
cessful in this city for years was 
worked by a man and a boy. The boy 
would walk up the street swinging a 
pitcher around his head. The man 
standing on an opposite corner would 
<‘all attention to the hoy's recklessness 
and offer to bet $5 or some larger 
amount that the boy would break the 
pitcher before lie reached the corner. 
The crook rarely failed to hook a vic¬ 
tim. Of course, just ns the boy reached 
the comer he would break the pitcher 
nnd the crook would win the bet.— 
New York Sun.

The real typical American girl is not 
a society girl. Portraits typifying her 
as such are untrue. She has her social 
diversions; she has her parties and 
picnics and her social merry-go-round 
of pleasure, but they are ifot her life, 
they are mere incidents of her life, 
for her life is work. Of course, there 
are girls who have nothing to do but 
to amuse themselves year in and year 
out. Pictures of these girls, with tlieir 
kind, in festive gear, in full dress, in 
golf clothes and in yachting rigs, are 
doubtless typical of the class. But 
the entire claims does not number one 
huudred thousand among seventy mil- ( | 
lion people, and members of this 
leisure class are merely flies on the 
wheel. Typical Americans must be 
drawn in their working clothes if the 
drawings represent the type. So the 
typical American girl will not be found 
in her party dress, though she wears 
It becomingly and with real grace 
when the occasion demands, hut 
rather she will be found in her work¬ 
ing clothes. In her working clothes— 
be they of the kitchen, the factory, 
the shop, the office, the household or 
the schoolroom—she is as real as God 
intended her to be. But, mark you, 
even then the chief point about her is 
that she knows how to wear her 
frocks, knows how to dress tastefully 
at a small expenditure, and that what¬ 
ever her work, she is at pains and is 
ambitious to make herself look well. 
And she succeeds. Whatever her sta¬ 
tion, you will be pretty sure to find a 
girl worth looking at. The true type 
af the American girl will always show 
a pretty young woman attractively 
dressed. 

The typical American girl, then, is 
one who is charming and good-look¬ 
ing, who lives in the spirit of fraterni¬ 
ty and who works for a living. But 
in this connection the word “living” 
does not mean “board and keep.” It 
means living in the broadest sense of 
the word—growing, aspiring, becom¬ 
ing. The American girl who works 
with her hands does so only that she 
may rise to better condition of soul 
and mind and heart. It is not the 
bread-and-butter problem that is mnk- 
ing a wage-earner of the American 
girl. Fathers and brothers can take 
care of that. It is the soul problem- 
how to live; how to get all the best out 
of civilization; how to grow in grace. 
Young men are not the only beings 
who shall “see visions.” The Amer- 
j ican girl also sees visions, and she is 
fired with an ambition as restless as 
her brother's.—William Allen White, in 
Woman's Home Companion. 

Home Decoration. 

Inside decoration of the home, if 
done in the proper manner, has no 
slight influence upon the character of 
growing members of the family.
